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Passenger dies 
in one-car 
crash in VBT 


A 19-year old Ypsilanti driver was 
critically injured and his passenger killed 
when their vehicle left westbound Ecorse 
Road, struck a tree, and burst into flame 
Sunday evening. 

Van Buren Township Police Lt. Kenneth 
Floro said in a news release that VBT 
Public Safety Department, Ypsilanti 
Township Fire Department and Huron 
Valley Ambulance were dispatched to the 
scene west of Denton Road at 9:41 p.m. 

VBT fire fighters and HVA paramedics 
treated driver John Hagadom for multiple 
injuries and HVA transported him to the 
University of Michigan Hospital where he 
was listed in critical condition. 

An unidentified passenger in the vehicle 
was fatally injured in the crash. 

The Ypsilanti Township Fire Department 
assisted at the scene with fire suppression 
and hazard control, Lt. Floro said. 

A preliminary investigation by the VBT 
Accident Investigation Team revealed that 
a 2008 Chevrolet Cobalt was traveling 
westbound on Ecorse Road when the 
vehicle left the roadway, struck a tree, and 
caught on fire. 

Investigators are looking at speed and 
alcohol as potential contributing factors in 
the accident, Lt. Floro said. 

The Accident Investigation Team is 
working with the Wayne County Medical 
Examiner to positively identify the victim.

White arraigned in Wayne Co. Circuit Court on 20 felonies

On April 23, disbarred Belleville attorney 
Thomas A. White appeared at 3" Circuit 
Court in the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
in Detroit for an arraignment on the 
information on two cases, carrying a total 
of 20 felony charges. 
In the first case, with five charges, White, 
46, is charged with altering a $73,800 check 


from Metropolitan Title Company dated 
Sept. 14, 2007 and made out to Judith and 
her now-deceased husband Leland Jordan. 

White is accused of forging the Jordans” 
signatures, cashing the check, and stealing 
the cash. 

The warrant on this case was signed by 
a Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor on 
Sept. 6, which just beat the seven-year 
statute of limitations. 


VBT DDA approves regional 
detention pond, $2.5 million bonds

Several measures to attract business 
to the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority district were 
approved at the April 22 DDA meeting. 

Regional Detention Pond 

Dave Nummer from the engineering firm 
Wade Trim gave a progress report on the 
development of a regional detention pond. 

The 25.77-acre proposed property, 
named the Heritage Oaks Nature Preserve, 
is currently owned by the tax-exempt 
Southeast Michigan Land Conservancy 
and located between National RV and 
residences on the east side of Dewitt Road. 
West Lake Apartments is on the north and 
the I-94 North Service Drive on the south. 

Nummer said he has spoken with Wayne 
County and the county has a lot of support 
for the proposed project and has scheduled 
another meeting with them for May 14. 

According to Nummer, there have been a 
lot of businesses that have come to the area 
wanting to build, but have been turned off 
by the cost of Wayne County’s storm water 
management requirements. 

Through questioning by the DDA Board, 
Nummer said the detention pond would 
not be pumping water. Storm water would 
be held in the pond at different levels and 
released into the drainage system when 
conditions improve. 

Wayne County would establish and 
maintain a drainage district. Property 
owners/businesses that use the 
detention pond would be taxed for drain 
maintenance. 

Nummer could not give a cost for the 
project but estimated $2-3 million in 
construction. Engineering costs will be 
10% or $200,000 to $300,000. 

Nummer asked the DDA and was given 
$30,000 for partial authorization to get 
started with county permits which he hopes 
to have by the end of 2014 so work could 
start and be completed in 2015. 


The land on which the detention pond 
is being sited was deeded to the Land 
Conservancy in December 2009 by Ralph 
Krochmal, et. al., without cost as a land 
protection project. 

The property is largely forested wetlands 
and provides a needed stopover site in a 
good quality native forest for the many 
songbirds that migrate through the area. 

A small tributary of the Huron River 
flows through the site and the Huron 
River Watershed Council identified the 
property as a key site to protect through 
the Bioreserve Project which identifies and 
ranks remaining natural areas within the 
watershed. 

$2.5 Million in bond sales approved 

Bond Counsel Robert Schwartz gave an 
overview on the issuance of $2.5 million in 
Tax Increment Revenue Bonds. The bonds 
would assist with the traffic re-signalization 
project and other improvements to the 
Belleville Road Corridor. 

Schwartz said any additional revenue 
could be used for other projects (such as 
the detention pond). 

Standard and Poor’s recently affirmed an 
A+ rating on the DDA which will stand on 
its own and does not need to rely on the 
township for backing on the bonds. 

Schwartz said now is a good time to 
borrow as interest rates are around 4% or 
less, Payments on the bonds would go for 
18 years until 2032. Should interest rates 
increase, Schwartz advised the DDA to 
wait for four to six weeks. 

Marketing 
The marketing firm Communication 
Associates has put together a listing of 
available properties in the district. The 
list will be posted on both the DDA and 
VantagePort’s websites. (VantagePort is the 
new name for the former Aerotropolis.) 

Joseph Nardone has been named the 
CEO for VantagePort. Nardone replaces 
Tim Keyes who returned to the City of 
Romulus to work with the new mayor and

Ireland said she does not believe it 

is necessary to hire a full-time DDA 
coordinator and asked the board to 
approve the job description for a part-time 
coordinator and advertise for the position. 


The board approved her request. No pay 
rate was asked to be considered at this 
time. 

Sale of Jacobs property 

Ireland announced that the 7.4 acres at 
11105 Quirk Road has been sold by Bob 
Jacobs and his family, but she didn’t know 
who bought it. 

The Independent learned it was sold 
to Belleville Development, Inc. Akram 
Namou, president and CPA, also owns the 
Holiday Inn Express and the Hampton Inn 
next door. 

Namou, a member of the Chaldean 
American Chamber of Commerce, has not 
announced his plans for the property.

Development vs. 
birds — What do 
you think? 


The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority is in the beginning 
phases of a project that will put a detention 
pond for developers in the middle of what 
now is protected wetlands. 

The wooded 26 acres was given to the 
Southeast Michigan Land Conservancy in 
2009 and is called Heritage Oaks Nature 
Preserve. It’s an area where migratory 
songbirds stop on their way here and 
there. 

It has a variety of trees including Silver 
Maple, Swamp White Oak, Northern Red 
Oak, Sycamore, Basswood and American 
Elm — and lots of insects to fuel the migrant 
birds. 

Now, it probably will be made into a park- 
like area with benches and trails surrounding 
the pond that will satisfy Wayne County’s 
recent penchant for drainage areas on each 
developing parcel. 

Businesses would be able share a pond 
and share in paying for its maintenance. 
Apparently the county is on board. 

The DDA is bonding for $2.5 million on 
its own — apart from the township — and 
some of that money could be used to pay 
for this project. The DDA has enough 
money in its treasury to pay for the projects 
already committed to, but this bonding also 
will extend the DDA’s life under pending 
state laws limiting DDAs and other TIFs. 

Let the DDA know what you think about 
this latest project before the final deals are 
made and the contracts signed.

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VBT protects residents 
by withholding addresses 


To the Editor: 

Sorry it has taken so long to get back 
with you regarding this issue of missing 
addresses. If you recall, I had spoken to 
you on March 31st Work Study Meeting 
at which time I advised you that we have 
been redacting the addresses because of 
prior complaints from residents that their 
addresses were published in your paper 
in the past when you printed them in the 
police dispatch log. 

I further explained that we as an 
organization have a responsibility to 
protect the privacy of our residents and not 
provide exact addresses as they are printed 
out in our system. 

Because of the large call volume we 
experience each week, it is very time- 
consuming to have our staff go through 
each call for service in the attempt to round 
up or down the addresses. 

Therefore, I turned to our Township 
Attorney for a legal opinion shortly after 
we had spoken at the Work Study Meeting. 
Upon the conclusion of his research and 
at the direction of our attorney (Chris 
Hogg) he advises that we are not required 
to furnish specific addresses for private 
residential homes where crimes have been 
reported and this information is exempt 
under FOTA (Section 13(1)(a) and Section 
13(1)(b)Gii) (MCL 15.243(1)(a) and 
MCL 15.243(1)(b)(iii)) as an unwarranted 
invasion of personal/individual privacy 
and do not need to disclose the residential 
addresses. 

We will continue providing you with 
the weekly information you request for 
the police log, minus the address portion 
to be in compliance with our Attorney's 
findings. I understand that some of your 
readers may have concerns on some of the 
calls (break-ins, larcenies, etc.) and the 
location in relation to where they reside. In 
those cases they may call our department 
and Lt. Floro can assist them. 

We want to work together with you, your 
newspaper, and your readers in providing 
the best Public Safety information while 
keeping the privacy of our residents 
preserved. Please feel free to call on me.

District Library Board approves 
ballot language for Aug. 5 primary 
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By Rosemary K. Otzman

There will be two district library tax 
proposals on the Aug. 5 Primary Election 
ballot for voters from the City of Belleville 
and the townships of Van Buren and 
Sumpter to consider. 

The first is a proposal to borrow 
$19,050,000 in bonds that will be issued 
for not less than 20 years to build and 
outfit a new library. They will be paid 
off by millage that will total 1.08 mills 
for property owners the first year and an 
average of 0.96 mill for the rest of the 20 
years. 

The second is a proposal to add 1 mill 
to the tax bills of property owners in 
Belleville, Van Buren, and Sumpter for 20 
years to pay for operation of the library. 
Taxpayers already are paying 0.7 mill for 
operation of the present library and so this 
1 mill will be added on to that. 

At a special meeting of the Belleville 
Area District Library Board on April 22 at 
the Sumpter Township Community Center, 
the board approved all the legal paperwork 
to put the two questions onto the ballot. 

The board also voted unanimously to 
name the Belleville-Area Independent as 
the newspaper where all the legal notices 
about the library election will be printed. 

The meeting started after the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees meeting had 
ended across the street and three Sumpter 
trustees stood at the back of the room to 
hear the library business meeting: Trustees 
Bill Hamm, Alan Bates, and Peggy Morgan. 
The township attorney Rob Young also 
attended the meeting. 

Satellite library 

At the end of the agenda, the board gave 
information on anticipated changes to a 
portion of the Sumpter Community Center 
building to transform it into a satellite 
library if the ballot proposals pass. 

Sumpter resident Mary Ban said people 
need to know that the total operational 
millage would be 1.7 mills, once the 1 mill 
added to the present 0.7 mill tax being 
paid. 

Then, she said RESA is putting forth a

2 mill tax proposal on that same Aug. 5 
ballot and the Van Buren Public School 
Board endorsed it. That tax would be levied 
countywide and the proceeds divided up 
among school districts. 

Then she pointed to the bonds Wayne 
County sold to pay for the jail construction 
that has now ceased, although taxpayers 
are still paying for the bonds. 

Ban suggested the library board look 
into two new properties that went up for 
sale on Main Street, between Third and 
Fourth streets, at a total “package” cost of 
$279,000. 

This property is close to the present 
library property and could be used to 
expand the library at its current site. This 
would keep the library in the city instead 
of taking it over the bridge to the DNR site 
in Van Buren Township, she said. 

Ban said the cost of the library construction 
totals $35 million when you include the 
cost of borrowing the money instead of just 
the $19.050 million stated on the ballot. 

Ban said this “pie in the sky plan” for 
the library started at least nine years ago 
when Library Director Deb Green and the 
architect they hired last year, Dan Whisler, 
came to Sumpter to show their drawing of 
a library on the DNR site. 

The DNR site was not officially chosen 
by the board for the library until last fall. 

John Delaney, who said he was a resident 
of Van Buren Township, said he wanted 
to chastise the library board, its attorney 
John Day, and architect Whisler for not 
requesting a traffic study on the DNR

your parachute? Your safety net?” Delaney 
said, noting the board has no secondary 
plan if the DNR site doesn’t work. 

“I’m calling a point of order,” said board 
president Mary Jane Dawson. “We're 
talking about the term of the millage.

She said it was for the main library and 
the satellite. 

“It’s a pie in the sky,” Delaney replied. 

Dawson said they plan to use part of the 
building they were in for the satellite. 

“What partof the district library agreement 
did you miss?” Dawson challenged 
Delaney. She said the board is asking 
for money to build a main library and a 
satellite, part of what they were directed to 
do by the district library agreement. 

Belleville attorney Barbara Miller said 
from the audience, “This meeting is being 
taped. The first time in four years it’s taped 
and Sumpter Township made arrangements 
for it, not this board.” 

Miller has been regularly asking the board 
to videotape the meetings and make them 
available to the cable channels in Sumpter 
and Van Buren Township, but the board 
has taken no action to do so. 

After the discussion turned to the satellite 
library plans, board member Mike Boelter 
said it was not the board’s intention to 
bring old materials from the present library 
to Sumpter and put all new things in the 
new library, as had been said in a Sumpter 
board meeting. 

Miller asked what will happen to the 
old furniture and other items and board 
member Joy Cichewicz said they'll have a 
yard sale or an auction. 

This is new information, since there had 
been discussion in the past about bringing 
the shelving and the newest furniture at 
the present library to use in the Sumpter 
satellite. 

Architect Whisler said they probably 
will reuse the library stacks for the “back 
of the house at the new library” where the 
Friends of the Library will sort and store 
book donations for coming sales. 

When asked if they will have security for 
the satellite library, the board said none was 
planned, but they will have surveillance 
cameras running. 

Delaney said although the police 
department is in the same building, they 
shouldn’t ask the police to monitor their 
satellite. 

Library Director Green said the present 
library is covered by a security office for 
10 hours a week, right after school, and, 
“The security officer is mighty bored ... 
nothing a good SHHH! wouldn’t handle,” 
she said. 
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Green had said at a previous meeting 
that there have been fewer problems with 
students at the library since the new high 
school was opened. 

“For Sumpter Township to get their 
satellite, Sumpter Township would have to 
vote for the ...” Miller began and was cut 
off by Dawson. 

“Taxpayers would support both locations 
with the vote,” Dawson said. 

“What part goes to Sumpter Township?” 
Miller asked. 

Cichewicz said about $900,000 goes 
to Sumpter for the renovations to the 
community center for the satellite. 

Miller pointed out that was from the $19 
million being requested. 

Then the board recessed for about a half 
hour as architect Whisler led people around 
the building pointing out how the building 
will be changed to make it into a satellite. 

Special meeting May 1 

Dawson announced that the board has set 
a7 p.m. meeting on Thursday, May 1, at the 
library to announce the latest information 
on acquisition of the proposed DNR library 
site. 


What will a mill cost me? 


A mill equals $1 of tax for every $1,000 of 
taxable value of your property.

To get the exact amount it would cost 
you for your property, get out the “Notice 
of Assessment’ all property owners were 
mailed earlier this year and look for the 
“Taxable Value” entry. The tax would be $1 
for every $1,000 of your taxable value

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Fourth St. crosswalk may require loss of 2 or 3 parking spots on Main

When the proposed crosswalk sign goes 
up in the middle of Main Street at Fourth 
Street in the City of Belleville it may 
require the removal of two or three parking 
spots on the Fourth Street Square side of 
the street. 

This is what interim Police Chief Hal 
Berriman told the City Council at its April 
21 regular meeting. 

Councilman Tom Fielder, who has been 
promoting the sign in the middle of the 
street that would require vehicles to stop 
if a pedestrian was in the crosswalk, was 
reporting to the council on the sign. 

Councilman Fielder said he had taken 
the idea to the Downtown Development 
Authority at its April 16 meeting and he 
reported the DDA feels it’s appropriate, 
even though the city may lose a parking 
spot there. 

That’s when Chief Berriman said, actually, 
they may lose two or three spots to enable 
a large truck to turn north safely on Main 
from Fourth Street. 

Councilwoman Kim Tindall said she 
thought large trucks — semi’s — weren’t 
allowed on the city streets, but Chief 
Berriman said he meant large panel trucks 
that make deliveries. 

The district library on Fourth Street had 
deliveries most days from a large panel 
truck. 

Councilman Fielder said he would have 


a “schematic” for the next meeting. He 
said that Main Street is in the DDA district 
and the DDA is open to the approximate 
$370 price of the sign, because they want 
pedestrians to be safe. 

Mayor Pro Tem Jack Loria, who was 
leading the meeting in the absence of 
Mayor Kerreen Conley, said, “There are an 
awful lot of signs on Main Street.” 

Chief Berriman said with the sign in the 
middle of the street, “You could eliminate 
two big yellow signs on poles” that mark 
the crossing. 

Fielder, who also was involved with 
planning the new Wayfinding signs being 
put up by the DDA, said the Wayfinding 
signs, with several destinations and arrows 
on one pole, were planned so that other 
signs could be taken down. 

In other business at the 35-minute meeting 
on April 21, the council: 

* Opened one sealed bid for Newspaper of 
Recordfromthe Belleville-AreaIndependent 
with a bid of $5 per column inch. The bid 
was referred to the administration for 
review and a recommendation. The city 
went out for bids because its Newspaper of 
Record, the Belleville Lake Current, went 
out of business. The Current had charged

when it was named the city’s Newspaper 
of Record; 

+ Approved setting the annual City-Wide

Kenneth Coskie to get 


competency exam before 
facing murder charge

Independent Court Reporter 

Kenneth William Coskie, 74, will undergo 
a competency exam before facing charges 
of first-degree murder for the shooting 
death of Eric Williams, 44, in Van Buren 
Township. 

Coskie is accused of using his 12-gauge 
shotgun to commit 
premeditated murder 
just before 8 p.m. April 
9 near his home in the 
Michigan Avenue- 
Denton Road area. 

Coskie’s preliminary 
exam had been set for 
April 23 before 34* Coskie 
District Court Judge Brian Oakley and 
more than a dozen friends and relatives of 
the victim and the accused killer were in 
the courtroom. A channel 7 TV cameraman 
also was in the courtroom to record the 


session. 

But Coskie’s court-appointed, Legal Aid 
attorney Kim Michon said her client was 
in custody and she asked Judge Oakley to 
waive his appearance. The judge complied, 
so Coskie was not in the courtroom. 

Also, Judge Oakley ordered a competency 
exam for Coskie and waived his Miranda 
statement, as requested by Michon. 

Coskie was also charged with felony 
firearm and for being a habitual offender. 

Another date for a preliminary exam will 
be set after completion of the competency 
exam to determine if there is probable 
cause to bind Coskie over to circuit court 
for trial. 

Coskie is being held in the Wayne County 
Jail on $1 million bond. 

The following local cases also were 
before Judge Oakley’s court on April 23. 

Van Buren Township 

Amber Lynn Pierce, 26, pled guilty 
to attempting to possess analogues. On 
March 7 Pierce was arrested on charges of 
possession of analogues and possession of 
a non-narcotic controlled substance. Pierce 
has no priors. 

Robert Leroy Hurtt, 48, Stood with his 
attorney Volha Yermalenka and pled guilty 
to a misdemeanor charge of domestic 
violence. He said there had been an 
altercation between him and his wife on 
March 9 and he pushed her. 

Hurtt could be sentenced to up to 93 
days in jail. He will be sentenced later and 
is free on $1,000 personal recognizance 
bond. Hurtt, who is gainfully employed, 
said he had left the state and is currently 
living in a hotel in Livonia. 

His wife spoke from the audience and 
asked that the no-contact provision of the 
bond be extended. 

Judge Oakley gave him permission to 
be out of state May 23-26 for his brother’s 
surgery. 

Scott Judon Martin, 44, stood with his 


attorney Laura Lambert for a pretrial exam 
on a charge of 4" degree child abuse. A 
jury trial has been scheduled for June 6. 
Devonta Washington, who was 
scheduled for arraignment and a pretrial 
exam on domestic violence charges, did 
not show up for court. Judge Oakley issued 
a bench warrant for Washington’s arrest. 
Dale Kenneth Phifer, 76, of Bog Road 
had his preliminary exam adjourned until 
April 30. Dale and his son Kirkwood, 
24, were arrested on Nov. 13. Dale was 
arrested for delivering/manufacturing 5-45 
kilos of marijuana with Kirkwood being 


charged with delivery and manufacturing 

of drugs. Kirkwood’s case was bound over 

to 3" Circuit Court and he was to have a 

disposition conference on April 29.

In a plea agreement, Aaron Lee Kline, 
19, pled guilty to larceny of items worth 
from $200 to $1,000. Kline was arrested 
April 8 for breaking and entering a vehicle, 
causing damage. 

Judge Oakley noted Kline had another 
pending case on possession of marijuana 
and ordered a pre-sentence interview of 
him by the probation department.
